DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

I. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
A. Claims 1-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 

Patent No., 6,786,487, Din et al. ("Dine). 

i. In short, the seal assembly comprising: an annular hanger including (120) a 
supporting ledge (FIG. 3) ; an arcuate seal segment (130) including a radially outer rail 
mounted on said ledge and supporting a radially inner seal; an arcuate carrier mounted 
between said hanger and said rail, and including a piston (740) mounted in a bore, a 
tubular bellows (830) having an inner end joined to said piston, and an outer end joined 
to said carrier around said bore (FIG. 13); and an actuator for pressurizing (FIG. 12, 
730) said bore to deploy said piston between said hanger and said rail and retract said 
seal segment. 

ii. The seal segments mounted on said ledge; and each of said segments includes 
a corresponding carrier having a piston mounted in a bore and collectively joined to said 
actuator for simultaneously retracting said seal segments (FIG. 13). 
iii. Examiner Note: The inventive entity of Dine, US No. 6,786,487 and the instant 
application are NOT the same.
